Although m ortality rates and the 
threat of serious communicable di­ 
seases have declined greatly since 
before World War II, the incidence 
of acute disabling illness in this 
country is still a serious burden. 
In the December issue of its 
monthh statistical bulletin. Prog­ 
ress in Health Services, the Foun­ 
dation analyzed two government 
surve.'s of acute illness, one cov­ 
ering 1957 - 58 and the other rang­ 
ing over a 15 - year period ending 
in 1943. 
In the more recent survey, die 
average person reported just over 
two cases of acute disabling ill­ 
ness a year, compared with an 
average of less than one - half case 
per person annually' in the earlier 
study.

used in making the two surveys, 
said the Foundation, do not at 
present justify drawing the con­ 
clusion that there is a “real” in­ 
crease in the frequency of acute 
disabling illness conditions. On the 
other hand, it added, comparison 
does suggest that the average days 
of disability per case have prob­ 
ably decreased greatly since be­ 
fore the war. During the 1928 - 43 
period the average acute disabling 
condition, for example, lasted 9.8 
days, while the average for 1957- 
58 was only 5.6 days. 
In each study’ the rate of acute 
illness declined with age. The rate 
of illness among children under 
age 5 was about 50 per cent high­ 
er than the rate for all ages, while 
the rate for ages 45 and over was 
only two - thirds that for all ages. 
Commenting on the apparent in­ 
crease in cases of acute illness, 
George Bugbee, Foundation Presi­ 
dent, pointed out that “new medi­ 
cal knowledge has made possible 
dramatic 
changes 
in 
average 
iength of life, and has reduced 
human suffering. Many diseases 
such as smallpox, m alaria, and 
typhoid fever, which once took a 
great toll in lives, have been prac­ 
tically eliminated in the United 
States, . .Other conditions, such as 
pneumonia may be occurring as 
frequently as in the past, but at 
much less risk, discomfort, and 
expense to the patient. These gains 
can only be held by wise use of 
medical care. 
“As some of these conditions 
have been eliminated and others 
controlled, 
many 
persons 
who 
would once have died have been 
able to live—but with chronic im­ 
pairments that require extensive 
use of physicians’ services, hospi­ 
tals, and drugs.” 
People are more health-conscious 
today, he continued. But this cioes 
not mean that we necessarily have 
fewer illnesses. There may well be 
more m easurable illness simply 
because people are taking better 
care of themselves by not carry­ 
ing on their usual activities. 
“Sick-leave policies, for example, 
ar ernore liberal nowadays. Dif­ 
ferences in working and living con­ 
ditions may also be a factor in to­ 
day's higher illness rate: 
While 
the average worker is certainly 
under less physical strain, he may 
well be uncier more severe emo­ 
tional strain.”* * *

Members of Congress who believ 
in fiscal soundness were horrified

President Kennedy is considering 
clobbering the longshoremen as 
he clobbered men of steel some 
eight months ago. 
He could do this with a single 
special message to the new Con­ 
gress. Some of his advisers will 
urge him to ask for a law ban­

strikes 
called 
to 
protect 
featherbedding. 
If he does — and he is contem­ 
plating it—such a statute would 
affect 
all 
transportations 
stop­ 
pages aimed at preventing cut­ 
ting of crews on jet liners in the 
sky, on U.S. vessels at sea and 
on inland waters, on crack pas­ 
senger flyers and freight trains, 
on long-haul trucks, as well as on 
the docks would be outlawed. 
It all began between 9 and 9:30 
a.m., Sunday, Dec. 23. The Presi­ 
dent 
personally 
telephoned 
Ted 
Gleason, executive vice president 
and general organizer of the In­ 
ternational Longshoremen's Asn. 
(ILA). 
Mr. Kennedy urged the labor 
leader not to strike and warned 
him 
that 
Congress 
might 
get 
tough. Mr. Gleason told the Pres­ 
ident the strike had to be called. 
Later it was suggested that a 
small union delegation fly to the 
winter 
White 
House 
at 
Palm 
Beach. But the President, alreaclv 
out on the proverbial limb and 
ungracefully so for a chief of 
state, first wanted a pledge that 
this delegation would call off the 
Atlantic and Gulf Coast water­ 
front strike when they left the 
conference with him. 
The 
President 
could 
not get 
such a promise from the docK- 
wallopers. This infuriated him. 
There was no law to stop the 
walkout of 81.000 cargo handlers, 
since 
the 
Taft-Hartley 
80-day 
cooling-of 
period 
had 
expired. 
Furthermore, the T-H law says 
that now the President must send 
a report to Congres on what had 
happened. The President called 
on his labor advisers to begin 
considering such a report — and 
possible recommendations.

featherbedding 
proposal,

would get roaring support in Con­ 
gress. During the longshoremen’s 
pre-strike negotiations the basic 
issue was the shipowners' desire 
to cut the size of work gangs— 
20-man squads of freight slingers 
—to 17 or less. The operators a r­ 
gued that much cargo now comes 
containerized, 
all packaged 
so 
that 
crates 
and 
sacks 
etc., 
needn’t be handled individually. 
Insistence 
by 
the 
longshore­ 
m en's union chiefs on retaining 
the full gang size has been called 
insistence on featherbedding—re­ 
taining unnceded extra men. Th‘ 


ILA has argued that the men are 
needed and should not be dumped 
by “ automation.” 
If President Kennedy does de­ 
cide to clobber the longshoremen 
for rejecting his personal plea, he 
would have to include the other 
fields of transportatie j in which 
unions have been insisting on full 
crews and extra crews. 
There is the railroad controver­ 
sy now7 in the courts. The lines 
want to lay off tens of tho 
ands 
of men and the rail unions are 
talking of a national rail strike. 
Tliis would be outlawed. 
There is the flight Engineers’ 
strike against Eastern Airlines. 
The walkout—called to keep the 
engineer in the cockpit—is inef­ 
fective. 
Eastern 
is

schedule. But the ghost strike is 
still 
on 
technically. 
This, 
too, 
would be outlawed.

Vocational Training 
for Told War’ Vets 
is Available Now 


The enactment of PL 87-815, Oc­ 
tober 15, 1962, makes vocational re­ 
habilitation training available for 
the first time to veterans who in­ 
curred a disability as a result of 
service in the armed forces during 
any period of service covered by 
the Universal Military Training 
and Service Act. The periods of 
vice included are the “Cold W ar” 
periods namely, (1) July 26, 1947 to 
June 26, 1950, and (2) February 1, 
1955 to the present. 
Applications will be provided vo­ 
cational counseling to ascertain 
what training they may »need to 
overcome any handicapping effects 
of their disabilities, and to assist 
them in making a choice of a future 
occupation. The VeteransAdminis- 
tration will pay for books and tui­ 
tion and a subsistance allowance 
during the period of training which 
may be needed for this purpose in 
college or on-the-job training. 


Training wil not be provided un­ 
der this Act for veterans whose 
disabilities are rated at less than 
30 per cent unless they show’ clear­ 
ly that the disability causes a pro­ 
nounced 
employment 
handicap. 
Any “Cold War” veteran desiring 
further information and or assis­ 
tance in filing for this benefit 
should contact Mr. J. W. Kinder.

He was given what’s called a ca­ 
reer service award by former Sec­ 
retary Arthur Goldberg so that he 
can spend a year trying to deter­ 
mine why government bureaucrats 
can’twrite. 
Mr. Klein is not going into this 
blindly. For the last 15 years he 
has been trying to cut through gar­ 
bled official prose. And he knows 
the enemy wherever it appears. 
Witness this example he cited: “In 
the current stages of the ongoing 
postattack productivity study, the 
identification of the enervating ef­ 
fects of a decreased caloric diet 
upon 
physical productivity 
indi­ 
cates the need to plan preattack 
for adequate caloric food stock­ 
piles.”

Mr. Klein, of course, will have 
no end of m aterial to work on. If 
he somehow gets clone with the Pen­ 
tagon in time, he can go see the 
highway official who referred to 
moving vehicles as “conglomerate 
units of a fluid nature.” Or the con­ 
servationist who called pleasant 
living conditions “a group of physi­ 
cal environmental conditions which 
we will refer to as amenity re­ 
sources.”

The pattern of prolonged institu­ 
tionalization ignores basic princi­ 
ples of good medical care, such as 
early diagnosis and treatment and 
continued care after the actue 
phase, he said. 
“It implies that psychiatric pa­ 
tients should not be treated until 
their illness is so severe that they 
require an order from a court com­ 
mitting them to an institution,” he 
said. “It also implies that as soon 
as this acute period has passed, 
the patient may be discharged 
without further thought.” 
Aside from the obvious inhu­ 
manity of locking up persons who 
could be treated and returned to 
society, Dr. Lewis said, psychia­ 
trists have learned through bitter 
experience that it i3 much easier 
to keep patients out of a psychia­ 
tric institution than it is to get 
them out once they nave been ad­ 
mitted. 
“Once the patient is in an in­ 
stitution, the ianks of his com­ 
munity tend to close behind him,” 
he said. “His family readjusts to 
his absence, his employer may hire 
someone else to do his job, and life 
necessarily goes on in the com­ 
munity minus the member who 
has been hospitalized. When a pa­ 
tient leaves the hospital he must 
break anew into this community 
which now regards him as some­ 
what of a stranger.” 
Hospitalization has another ad­ 
verse effect on the patient by al­ 
lowing him to withdrawn from life’s 
stresses, he said. 
“Once a patient has become ac­ 
customed to having his life fun for 
him by other people, it frequently 
becomes difficult for him to give 
up the security of the hospital for 
the uncertainty of life outside of

At the AMA annual meeting In 
Chicago, Dr. Herbert E. Kaufman 
of the University of Florida of­ 
fered proof that application of the 
drug 5-iodo-deoxyuiidme kills off 
the herpes simplex 
virus 
which 
invades the cornea of the ey and 
may cause blindness. 
Viruses work their destruction 
within living cells. Until now the 
only way to eliminate such viruses 
was to destroy the cells, causing 
as much harm as the virus. But 
Dr. Kaufm an’s findings offer hope 
that other virus cures will be found. 
Another developing field in 1962 
was that of medical transplants — 
replacing worn and diseased hu­ 
man parts with those of another 
person. 
The stumbling block to 
such operations has always been 
the body’s usual refusal to accept 
the tissues of another person, un­ 
less that person is an identical 
twin. 
Attempts to break down this re ­ 
action by heavy radiation or ex­ 
tremely strong drugs have bean 
partially successful, but such meth­ 
ods often produce harm. 
Proof in 1962 biet the thymus 
gland is the seat of the body’s de­ 
fense mechanism, 
which 
rejects 
transplants, triggered hope that in 
the not too distant future manipu­ 
lation of the gland and its secre­ 
tions may make possible success­ 
ful transplants. 
While some success has been rec. 
ognized in kidney transplants, the 
only consistent success has been 
with cornea transplants, which has 
practically no blood supply and so 
had no built-in immunity. 
New techniques also spurred ad­ 
vances in other fields of surgery. 


Specialists developed two meth­ 
ods of stimulating failing hearts. 
One process uses ar. electrical 
shock to make the heart continue 
beating. 
Another uses 
chemical 
stimulaters, implanted within the 
heart muscle. 
There were also several methods 
devised to increase the flow of 
blood to the heart muscle. If was 
found that bits of spleen, which 
are rich in blood veusies. will take 
root when grafted to the muscle 
and thus increase the supply. Also 
pioneered was the diversion of a 
chest artery to the heart muscle. 
Significant in the field of ear 
surgery was development of sur­ 
gical means for replacing vital 
middle ear parts with plastic or 
stainless steel 
Hypothermia, cooling of the body, 
was given wider use by surgeons 
during the year, particularly when 
operating on vital organs such as 
the heart and brain. 
Super cold, at nearly 400 degrees 
below /,-eezing, became a med­ 
ical tooi 
uring xhe year. Using a 
hollow needle-like device at this 
temperature, Dr. Irving S. Cooper 
of New York City freezes a small 
area deep within the brain. 
By this means he is able to stop 
the trem or and rigidity associated 
with Parkinson’s disease, which af­ 
flicts about 300.000 in this country.

Some southern D e m o c r a t s 
promptly countered with a threat 
to challenge the selection of Rep. 
Adam Clayton Powell, Democrat 
from Harlem, as chairman of the 
House Labor Committee. He had 
supported President Eisenhower in 
the 1956 election.

President Considering Asking 
New Congress For Law 
Banning Strikes Called To 
Protect Featherbedding 
WASHINGTON 
— 
An 
angry 
President Kennedy is considering 
clobbering the longshoremen as 
he clobbered men of steel some 
eight months ago. 
He could do this with a single 
special message to the new Con­ 
gress. Some of his advisers will 
urge 
him to ask for a law ban­ 
ning 
strikes called to 
protect 
featherbedding. 
If he does — and he is contem­ 
plating it—such a statute would 
affect 
all 
transportations 
stop­ 
pages aimed at preventing cut­ 
ting of crews on jet liners in the 
sky, 
on U.S. vessels at soa 
and 
on inland waters, on crack pas­ 
senger flyers and height trains, 
on long-haul trucks, as well as on 
the docks would be outlawed. 
It all began between 9 and 9:30 
a.m., Sunday. Dec. 23. The Presi­ 
dent 
personally 
telephoned 
Ted 
Gleason, executive vice president 
and general organizer of the In­ 
ternational Longshoremen’s Asm 
(ILA). 
Mr. Kennedy urged the labor 
leader not to strike and warned 
him 
that 
Congress 
might 
get 
tough. Mr. Gleason told the Pres­ 
ident the strike had to be called. 
Later it was suggested that a 
small union delegation fly to the 
winter 
White 
House 
at 
Palm 
Beach. But the President, alroadv 
out on the proverbial limb and 
ungracefully so for a chief of 
state, first wanted a pledge that 
this delegation would call off the 
Atlantic and Gulf Coast water­ 
front strike 
when they left the 
conference with him. 
The 
President 
could 
not 
get 
such a promise from the doek- 
wallopers. This infuriated him. 
There was no law to stop the 
walkout of 81.000 cargo handlers, 
since 
the 
Taft-Hartlev 
80-da.v 
rooling-of 
period 
had 
expired. 
Furthermore, the T-H law says 
that now the President must send 
a report to Congres on what had 
happened. 
The President called 
on his labor advisers to begin 
considering such a report — and 
possible recommendations. 
Amongst 
these 
is 
the 
anti- 
featherbedding 
proposal, 
which 
would get roaring support in Con­ 
gress. During the longshoremen’s 
pre-strike negotiations the basic 
issue was the shipowners’ desire 
to cut the size of work gangs— 
20-man squads of freight slingers 
—to 17 or less. The operators ar­ 
gued that much cargo now comes 
containerized, 
all 
packaged 
so 
that 
crates 
and 
sacks 
etc., 
needn’t be handled individually. 
Insistence 
by 
the 
longshore­ 
men’s union chiefs on retaining 
the full gang size has been called 
insistence on featherbedding—re­ 
taining unneeded extra men. The 


ILA ha.- argued tl<at the men are 
need d and should not be dumped 
by “automation.” 
If President Kennedy docs de­ 
cide to clobber the longshoremen 
for rejecting his personal plea, he 
would have to include the other 
fields of transportation in which 
unions have been insisting on full 
crews and extra crews. 
There is the railroad controver­ 
sy now' in the courts. The lines 
want to lay off tens of the 
nnds 
of men and the rail unions are 
talking of a national rail strike. 
This w'ould be outlawed. 
There is the Flight Engineers’ 
strike against Eastern Airlines. 
The walkout -called to keep the 
engineer in the cockpit—is inef­ 
fective. 
Eastern 
is

schedule. But the ghost strike is 
still 
on 
technically. 
This, 
too, 
would be outlawed.

such

over-the-road trucks picking up a 
local “pilot" at the limits of big 
cities.

It is quite probable that many 
congresmen would attem pt to ex­ 
tend the President’s proposal, if 
he makes it. to other industries. 
And Senator McClellan has just 
said that he wil introduce a bill 
to outlaw all transport strikes. 
That’s why several union chiefs 
contacted 
Teddy 
Gleason 
and 
urged him not to rebuff the Pres­ 
ident. 
But the general organizer did. 
Now, 
thoroughly 
angered, 
the 
President is 
looking for prece­ 
dent. There is plenty. During the 
1950 coal strike, President Tru­ 
man told his labor adviser, Dave 
Cole, ace mediator and specialist 
in conciliation, that he wanted a 
message asking Congres for the 
right 
to seize the 
coal 
mines. 
Then 
he could force the 
miners 
to work under their old condi­ 
tions. Cole gave John Lewis one 
last chance and Lewis called off 
the strike. 
And during a 1953 Siec! work­ 
ers’ strike at a New York State 
plant 
of the American Locomo­ 
tive Co., 
the stoppage crippled 
output of nickel-lined tubing. This 
was needed for hydrogen bomb 
production in Savannah. President 
Eisenhower asked Dave Cole to 
draft a message asking for the 
right to keep the workers there 
enjoined from striking as long as 
the President wished. Cole then 
went to the union. They called oft 
the strike. 
But in the waterfront stoppage 
t h e longshoremen 
continued to 
defy 
President 
Kennedy. 
He 
doesn't forget easily. He is Con­ 
sidering the clobbering.

Vocational Training 
for 'Cold War' Vets 
Is Available Now 


The enactment of PL 87-815. Oc­ 
tober 15, 1962, makes vocational re­ 
habilitation training available for 
the first time to veterans who in­ 
curred a disability as a result of 
service in the armed forces during 
any period of service covered by 
the Universal Military Training 
and Service Act. The periods of 
vice included are the “Cold War” 
periods namely, (1) July 26, 1947 to 
June 26, 1950, and (2) February 1, 
1955 to the present. 
Applications will be provided vo­ 
cational counseling to ascertain 
what training they may »need to 
overcome any handicapping effects 
of their disabilities, and to assist 
them in making a choice of a future 
occupation.

Tool WHUoii Power 


“Local government is becoming 
a tool without power,” Allan Eng­ 
le man, the Edinburg publisher who 
is president of Texas Daily News­ 
paper Association, warned the Tex­ 
as Municipal League. If present 
government trends 
continue, 
he 
told municipal officials at their 
Fort Worth meeting, mayors will 
merely confer honors and jiass on 
regulations made in Washington. 
The fault, he stressed, rests in 
failure to resist the pressure from 
citizens “who would do anything 
to keep from spending more money 
for city taxes.” Citizens, city offi­ 
cials, and others who look to the 
Federal and state governments to 
perform services that can be done 
locally pay the price of Federal 
and state control of those services. 
The only answrer is for local gov­ 
ernment to do the jobs it can do, 
and pay the taxes necessary to 
finance them.

But one man is going to try. He is 
Lawrence Klein, editor of the La­ 
bor Department’s Monthly Review. 
He was given what’s called a ca­ 
reer service award by former Sec­ 
retary Arthur Goldberg so that he 
can spend a year trying to deter­ 
mine why government bureaucrats 
can’twrite. 
Mr. Klein is not going into this 
blindly. For the last 15 years he 
has been trying to cut through gar­ 
bled official prose. And he knows 
the enemy wherever it appears. 
Witness this example he cited: “In 
the current stages of the ongoing 
postattack productivity study, the 
identification of the enervating ef­ 
fects of a decreased caloric diet 
upon physical 
productivity 
indi­ 
cates toe need to plan preattack 
for adequate caloric food stock­ 
piles.” 
That means someone better have 
something for soldiers to eat after 
a fight. 
Mr. Klein, of course, will have 
no end of material to work on. If 
he somehow gets done with toe Pen­ 
tagon in time, he can go see the 
highway official who referred to 
moving venicles as “conglomerate 
units of a fluid nature.” Or the con­ 
servationist who called pleasant 
living conditions “a group of physi­ 
cal environmental conditions which 
we w'ill refer to as amenity re­ 
sources.” Or the industrial educa­ 
tion specialist who had this to sa; 
“It is recommended that coordin­ 
ate effort be made to attack pro­ 
fessional problems on a cluster re­ 
search basis. This would involve 
the identification of problems and 
segmentation of them so that toe 
cluster research bears on a parti­ 
cular problem. The cumulative ef­ 
fect of this procedure could reduce 
the time necessary to find solu­ 
tions to pressing problems.” 
Uncluster that one if you will. 
In wi’estling with all this, Mr. 
Klein might wonder if the English 
language 
is partly at 
fault.

Local Facilities Main Hope 
For Mentally III 


Community facilities for psychi- f 
atric patients offer “the mam hope 1 
of more succesfully combating the J 
major problem of mental illness in 
our 
society,’’ 
according 
to 
Dr. 
Fed A. Lewis, director, Fort Lo­ 
gan Mental Health Center, Denver. 


The traditionl 
pattern of 
pro­ 
longed institutionalization for men­ 
tal patients is “archaic, medically 
unsound, inhumane, and in the long 
run, much more expensive to the 


taxpayers,’’ Dr. Lewis said in the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association. 
A more promising alternative is 
, community care aimed at prevent­ 
ing hospitalization 
by providing 
prompt and continued expert care, 
he said, and in many parts of the 
| country the long overdue transition 
j of this modern concept is under 
; way. 
! 
P r o 1 onged 
Institutionalization 


came into being 80 or 100 years ago 
when 
knowledge 
of 
psychiatric 
treatment as we now know it was 
! almost nil, he said. This system 
i functioned fairly 
well until 
the; 
i goals of the institutions began to i 
change from custody to definitive I 
. treatment, he said. 
“It then became apparent that 
I the basic principles of good medi-1 
cal treatment applied equally as i 
well to psychiatric illness as they i 
did to conventional medical and i 
i surgical llnesses, and that this ! 
system made it extremely difficult, i 
if not impossible, to practice good 
| medicine,” Dr. Lewis said. 
The pattern of prolonged institu­ 
tionalization ignores basic princi­ 
ples of good medical care, such as 
early diagnosis and treatment and 
continued 
care after the 
actue 
phase, he said. 
“It implies that psychiatric pa­ 
tients should not be treated until 
their illness is so severe that they ! 
require an order from a court com- j 
mitting them to an institution,” he ! 
said. “It also implies that as soon 
as this acute period has passed, 
the patient may be discharged 
without further thought.” 
Aside from 
the obvious 
inhu­ 
manity of locking up persons who 
could be treated and returned to 
society, Dr. Lewis said, psychia- 
, trists have learned through bitter 
experience that it i3 much easier 
to keep patients out of a psychia­ 
tric institution than it is to get 
them out once they nave been ad­ 
mitted. 
“Once the patient is in an in­ 
stitution, the ranks of his 
com­ 
munity tend to close behind him,” 
he said. “His family readjusts to 
his absence, his employer may hire 
someone else to do his job, and life 
necessarily goes on in the com­ 
munity minus the member who 
has been hospitalized. When a pa­ 
tient leaves the hospital he must 
break anew into this community 
which now regards him as some* 
what of a stranger.” 
Hospitalization has another ad­ 
verse effect on the patient by al- 
j lowing him to withdrawn from life’s 
stresses, he said. 
“Once a patient has become ac- 
; customed to having his life fun for 
him by other people, it frequently 
becomes difficult for him to give 
up the security of the hospital for 
the uncertainty of life outside of 


an institution,” he said. 
From the financial standpoint, 
Dr. Lewis said, institutionalization 
is by far the most expensive way 
of caring for psychiatric patients. 
A mental patient committed to a 
state hospital at age 20 will cost 
his state more than $80,000 if he 
lives out his normal life expectancy 
of 46 more years, he said. 
Obviously, the state should not 
and cannot organize, staff, and fi­ 
nance all of the local services 
which are vitally needed, he said. 
In most states with advanced psy­ 
chiatric 
programming, 
he 
said, 
some plan for shared fiscal respon­ 
sibility has been developed which 
usually entails the state matching 
local funds on a certain prescribed 
basis. 
“This plan has worked well when 
local citizens have become vitally 
interested in the psychiatric care 
of their neighbors and have or­ 
ganized local facilities,” he said. 
“However, to the short-sighted, it 
still seems cheaper for commun­ 
ities to ignore their responsibilities 
and to continue transferring their 
sick neighbors to the nearest state 
hospital. 
“The citizens of our country have 
yet to be convinced that by spend­ 
ing some of their tax dollars now 
for facilities at the local level they 
will be able to avoid much great­ 
er expenditures at the state level 
in the not too distant fui\ re.” 
Community 
programs 
set 
up 
! around the country have proved to 
1 be quite successful, Dr. Lewis said. 
Some of these were organized by 
local communities, he said and 
others by state hospital personnel 
themselves. 
At one clinic, toe Albert Einstein 
School of Medicine in New York 
City, patients are seen the day they 
apply to the clinic for help, he said, J 
and under these circumstances, it 1 


has been found that many patients 
require no more than half a dozen 
psychiatric interviews. 
The Washington County Health 
Department in Maryland has or­ 
ganized a psychiatric emergency 
service which responds to calls in 
the community 24 hours a day, he 
said. With this service, he said, ad­ 
missions to the state hospital from 
the county dropped 32 per cent 
Many ingenious programs have 
been devised to function as a sub­ 
stitute for hospitalization, he con­ 
tinued. In Massachusetts, he said, 
a spychiatric team has been rou­ 
tinely visiting all patients referred 
for hospitalization to 
toe 
Masa- 
chusetts Mental Health Center in 
an effort to work out alternatives 
to hospital admission and was able 
to find suitable alternatives for 60 
per cent 
In New York City, he said, the 
after-care clinic from Mnahattan 
State Hospital established a pilot 
project in which psychotic patients 
who had suffered a relapse were 
referred to the clinic for outpatient 
treatment rather than being read­ 
mitted to the state hospital. A large 
proportion were back on their jobs 
in two to six weeks, he said. 
In Denver, Boston, and various 
other places, day hospital programs 
have been set up to provide care 
for patients who otherwise would 
have to be hospitalized. 
Almost all of the more modern 
state hospitals in the country are 
making 
serious attempts 
to 
in­ 
crease the number of voluntary ad­ 
missions in the hope of getting pa­ 
tients to seek help earlier, he 
pointed out. 
Another development has been 
the decentralization of state hos­ 
pitals into geographical units, each 
of which serves a specific com­ 
munity, he said.

1962- A Year of Medical 
Development 


The year 1962 was one of vast 
development in a wide field of 
medical sciences, a poll of the 
specialty sections of the American 
Medical Association revealed. 
There may, in fact, have been 
several “breakthrough” — but be­ 
cause of the growing complexity 
and intertwining of medical know­ 
ledge it could take some time to 
uncover these. 
This was nowhere better exemp­ 


lified than in the field of genetics 
where, in the footsteps of Drs. F. 
H. C. Crick, M. H. F. Wilkins and 
J. D. Watson, this year’s Nobel 
Prize winners 
in medicine, the 
long-heralded 
breakdown of the 
genetic code is firmly underway. 
Breaking the code could be a gi 
gantlc step into the future for 
med cine, but first more knowledge 
will have to be developed. 
The code, intertwined in a thread

acid (DNA>, dictates 
all growth 
and life functions from the nucleus 
of every living cell. 
It is reasoned that if this mol­ 
ecule is out of kilter it may create 
a chemical imbalance in the body,;

If an individual’s code could o e ! 
studied, then discovery of such in­ 
balances might be possible and 
corrections m ade, 
perhaps 
by 
drugs or perhaps by juggling the 
code itself. 
But knowing the code is not 
enought. There must also be an 
understanding of other complex un­ 
knowns of body chemistry and such

probably re­ 
quire more years of research. 
Advances in genetics, however, 
were not only in the field of de­ 
ciphering DNA’s code. Dr. Robert 
Gurherie of the Unive rsity of Buf­ 
falo devised a blood test to deter­ 
mine at birth whetner an infant 
suffers from phenylketonuria (PK.
